jgn ) upon Bleed yef warmt as it cAme from the Animd, viz. Thut 
hy putting intoit Alittle Aqua-fortis, or Oyl of Vitriol, or Spirit of 
Salt, {the[e being the mofi ufual Acid Menftruums) the Blood not 
only would pre^ehtly lofe its pare colour , and become of a ditty one ^ 
hut in a trice be alfo coagulated • vehcreas if feme fine Urinous Spi- 
rit, abomding in Volatil Sdt,fuch as the Spirit of Sal Armoniack, 
vfiere mingled veith the warm Blood, it tvould not only not curdle it, or 
imbafe its Colour, but make it look rather more florid than before, and 
both keep it fluid, andpreferve it from putrefaction for a long time. 

This Experiment J devis'd, among other things, tofbevo the Ami- 
cablenefs of Volatil Spirits to the Blood. And I remember, 'twas 
fo much taken notice of, that fame very inquiftive Members of the 
Society came prefently to me, and dejired me to acquaint them more 
particularly with it ; which I readily did, though afterwards I made 
fame further Obfervations about the fame Experiments , that I had no 
cccafion to relate. 

This having been fopublickly done, though I fi all not fay, that Sig- 
mr Fracaflati may not have hit, tu well as I, upon the Experiments 
publijhed in his Name, yet there is fo little difference between the 
warm Bleod of an Animal out of his Veins and \n them, that ^tis 
not very improbable, that he may have had feme imperfect Rumour of 
our Experiment without knowing whence it came, andfo may, without 
any diflngenuityJ'Mve thence taken a hint to make andpublifhwhatnow 
is Englifh'd in the Tranfadions. Jf it be thought fit, that any men- 
tion be made of what I related fo long f nee, I think I can fend you 
fome other Circumflances belonging to it : For I remember, I tried 
it with other Liquors (as Spirit of Wine, Oyi of Tartar, Oyl 
of Turpentine) and 1 think alfo I can ferid you fome Remarks upon 
the Colour of the upper part of the Blood. And IjhaBon this oc- 
cafton add, in reference to Anatomical matters in general, that after 
I faw how favourably the ufefulnefs^ Experimental Philofophy 
w^ received, I was invited to inlarge it in another Edition; and for 
that, I provided divers Anatomical as well as other Experiments, and 
deftgncd many mcre.fo that I have by me divers things that would not^ 
perhaps, be unwelcome to Anatomifts, ^c.

THe EpipUoff, being lookM upon by a good Microfcope, is like a 
great Sack full of abundance of other fmall Sacks, which 
do mcXo^k gather i»gt of Creafe or Fat. There are many Veffels 
which may becaird/f^z/c^ or Fatty, \NKizh. iflue out of this Mem- 
hrane, and fpreading themfelves all over the Body, conveigh Vat 
to it,jufl: as the Arteries carry the Blood all over the fame. Where- 
ever is Fat ot Greafe, there is found ftoreof thefe \i\.x\& Sacks, 
wherein that is inclofed 5 whence it is, that in lean and emacia- 
ted Bodies, inftead of Fat^ you find nothing but Skins. 

The ftru(5lure of thefe fmall sacks, and of the adtpom yeffels, 
fuiEcienily (heweth, that the Fat is not formed accidentally out 
of the thick Vapours of the Blood, as is the common belief: 
Nor is its chief «/Jr to foment the natural Heat; butitftems 
rather to conduce to the allaying of the Acrimony of the Salts^ 
that are in the Blood and the seroftties. And indeed (faith this 
<^Mthor) leanperfons, and thofe whofe£^//'/w» hath been cut, 
are more fubjeii than others to Rheumatifms » Lienteries, and 
the like difeafes that are caufed by thefbarpnefs of the Humours. 
And thole that ate fat, are not Co eafily feized on by them, in re- 
gard the ^crmo»y of the Seroftties is cor reded by the mixture of 
the Fat, jufi: as thefharpeft Lixivium will lofe its force, if Oyi be 
mingled therewith.
